Wholesale Prices Soar 


Farm, Food Prices Show Jumps

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Wholesale prices leaped 0.8 
per cent in April, propelled 
by the biggest increase in 
farm and food prices in a 
year, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The increase, reflecting a 
nearly double-digit annual 
rate of 9.6 per cent, brought 
an abrupt end to a virtual 
five-m onth 
lull 
in 
the 
wholesale market. It was the 
biggest monthly jum p since 
last October. 
The April wholesale in­ 
creases soon will be passed 


along 
to consumers 
and. 
combined with an upcoming 
round of metal price hikes, 
th re a te n 
to 
w eaken 
President Ford ’s campaign 
promise that his economic 
policies can defuse inflation. 
Led by livestock, eggs and 
green coffee, farm prices 
rose a heafty 4.2 per cent 
after declining sharply the 
previous 
th re e 
m onths. 
Processed 
food 
and 
feed 
prices rose 1.9 per cent—the 
biggest rise since Novem­ 
ber, 1974. 
Combined farm and proc­ 
essed food prices rose 2 .8 per 


cent. Not since April. 1975, 
have these prices taken such

creases for steel, aluminum, 
copper, lead and some wood 
products, industrial prices 
rose a slight 0.3 per cent 
during March.

The Wholesale Price Index 
in April stood at 181.3, up 5.3 
per cent from a year ago. 
That means that wholesale

ago, and for industrial goods 
it was up 6.1 per cent 
W holesale

Official Witness Opposes Capital Punishment

“ I was 26 when I witnessed 
my first execution and it 
didn’t bother me one way or 
the other,” says Reid, 64, 
editor of the Huntsville Item 
in Texas’ prison city, locale 
of the penitentiary system 
and of “ Old Sparky,” the 
state’s electric chair 
“ But as I got into it 
interviewing the men, the 
families and the victims and 
attorneys 
I reached a 
jKiint at which I said there 
must be a better way Now, 
I ’m very much opposed to 
it.” 
Reid spent 26 years as an 
official execution witness for

The last execution he wit
